BODY IS FOUND 


A number of small boys were 


playing about and noticed the 
body of a man lying' at the bot- 
tom of the quarry. They were 
afraid to go near it, so they ran 
back and told Dr. E. L. Bump, 
who, with his family, happened 
to be standing at Sunset Point. 
Dr. Bump notified Sheriff Jul- 
ius J. Krug. 
Mr. Krug went 


out to the quarry and brought 
the body in to' Frautschi's un- 
dertaking rooms, whereat is be- 
ing embalmed.

Last winter he 
had influenza, and at times since 
then ho has seemed somewhat des- 
pondent, but he always seemed-per- 
fectly sane, she- declared. 
. ."He had considerable trouble dor- 
ing the war," she said, "because h* 
was an alien.. It used to bother-him 
a lot and maybe it still bothered 
him."
